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Orientation,  the  only  week  at  Andover  without  homework,  was  a  gas  for  the  two  hundred  preps  and 
hard  working  seniors.  Rock  climbing,  library  tours,  drop  offs  and  life  histories  in  twenty-five  words  or 
less  comprised  some  of  the  activities.  For  old  seniors  it  recalled  the  impressionable  days  several  years 
earlier  when  they  too  first  set  foot  on  these  hallowed  lawns.  We  remembered  the  awe  of  the  people  and 
place,  the  fear  of  what  was  to  come,  and  the  blast  we  all  had.  But  the  best  part  of  all  was  the  many 
friends  we  made.  Some  people  complained  of  sore  arms  and  legs,  bruised  elbows  and  skinned  shins. 
There  were  laggards  who  didn't  want  to  do  anything,  and  all  sorts  of  devious  methods  to  avoid  getting 
tipped  over  in  Rabbit  Pond  or  walking  back  from  the  drop  off.  But  this  year  we  were  the  leaders.  We 
told  them  to  do  the  impossible  and  then  watched  while  it  was  done.  We  told  them  the  secrets  we  had 
learned  the  hard  way:  how  to  survive  the  first  terms  work  without  getting  busted,  how  to  pass  History 
35,  etc.,  and  then  served  them  all  cokes  and  cookies. 


There  once  was  a  little  boy  named  Arnold  R.  Farononzio, 
whose  father  (commonly  addressed  as  Mr.  Farononzio)  was  a 
proud  member  of  the  Sanitation  collection  and  Redistribution 
Department  at  a  big,  grassy  preparatory  school  (about  forty 
minutes  from  Boston  by  bus)  which  had  lots  of  grass  and  trees 
and  ivy-covered  buildings,  and  which  also  had  a  lot  of  wastes, 
which  was  what  Mr.  Farononzio  was  employed  to  take  care  of. 
Arnold  loved  his  father  very  much,  and  his  father  loved  little 
Amy  (they  also  both  loved  Ma,  but  she  has  nothing  to  do  with 
this  story)  but  most  of  all,  Arnold's  father  loved  cleaning  up 
the  trash  and  garbage,  especially  the  wastes.  As  little  Amy 
grew  to  become  a  big  boy,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Farononzio  had 
dreams  of  sending  him  to  the  big  school  with  its  renowned 
name  and  distinguished  history.  Amy  also  wanted  to  go  to 
school  there,  because,  like  his  father,  Arnold  realized  that  the 
big  school,  in  addition  to  having  the  best  teachers  and  best 
education,  also  had  the  best  wastes  in  the  country.  So  Amy 
took  a  lot  of  tests  and  even  had  a  nice  friendly  chat  with  a 
nice  friendly  man  with  no  hair.  Little  Farononzio  did  not  think 
that  the  man  with  the  bald  head  would  get  into  knowing 
Amy's  love  for  waste,  so  Arnold  told  him  that  the  reason  he 
wanted  to  become  a  Preppie  was  because  it  was  twenty 
minutes  faster  to  walk  to  school  at  Andover  (yes,  that's  Phillips 
Academy  Andover)  than  at  the  local  high  school.  Arnold  went 
to  school  there  and  generally  had  a  good  time,  but  one  thing 
bothered  him.  Instead  of  working  to  rid  the  school  of  wastes 
like  his  father,  Amy  soon  found  that  he  rather  liked  them.  In 
fact,  before  he  knew  of  the  infamous  change  that  had  been 
worked  upon  him,  he  had  become  a  waste  in  his  own  right. 
Time  passes  quickly  when  you're  having  fun,  and  soon  Amy 
was  a  four  year  senior.  A  lot  of  Amy's  friends  loved  him  dearly, 
and  decided  to  try  to  capture  some  of  the  memorable  events 
of  Arnold's  fourth  year.  As  it  was  a  mixture  of  happenings, 
people,  and  good  times,  his  friends  decided  to  call  it  the  Pot 
Pourri,  and  this  is  what  they  came  up  with  for  Autumn. 


When  we  arrived  back  at  Andover,  everything 
seemed  more  or  less  the  same  as  we  had  left  it.  The 
buildings  were  still  standing  and  the  teachers  were 
all  familiar.  Still,  old  faces  were  missing  and  new 
ones  had  appeared  to  replace  them.  The  first  few 
days  were  spent  readjusting  to  school  after  the 
freedom  of  the  summer,  and  getting  back  together 
with  old  chums.  It  was  also  the  time  to  observe  the 
incoming  breed  and  make  new  friends. 
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In  no  time  at  all  school  life,  spirit,  was  going 
strong.  There  was  lots  of  work  to  be  done  but  its 
seriousness  did  not  prevent  people  from  relaxing 
and  spending  time  with  each  other.  For  seniors,  the 
pressure  of  college  applications  was  only  as  intense 
as  we  made  it,  and  most  of  us  were  content  to  let 
them  wait  until  Christmas  vacation  and  just  worry 
about  having  a  good  last  year. 
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Arena  Day,  the  bain  of  all  Visual  Studies  aspirants, 
had  a  new  twist  this  year;  a  lottery.  Upon  registration 
one  flipped  his  I.D.  card  to  reveal  the  magic  number 
that  determined  his  order  of  entrance  to  the  cage. 
Some  people  decried  the  unfairness  of  letting  a  person 
with  no  real  desire  for  Owen  Flanagan's  "Great  Philos- 
ophers" get  in  ahead  of  someone  for  whom  it  was  do 
or  die.  But,  when  the  day  came,  all  went  well.  Now 
there  will  be  no  more  six  hour  vigils  to  be  the  first  one 
in,  no  more  pushing  or  line  jumping.  Mr.  McClement 
won't  need  his  bull  horn,  and  the  suspense,  intrigue, 
and  pain  of  Arena  Day  is  almost  gone.  But  there  must 
be  some  way  to  rig  that  computer. 
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What  enables  cross  country 
runners  to  continue  training  for 
such  long  periods  of  time?  Of 
course  the  individual  must  con- 
tribute a  lot  of  time  and  effort 
towards  achieving  some  goal,  but 
something  else  attracted  the 
members  of  this  year's  Andover 
Cross-Country  team.  For  the  re- 
turning runners  who  had  already 
made  a  commitment,  training 
every  day  throughout  the  summer 
(sometimes  twice  a  day)  was  be- 
lievable; but  new  runners  had  to 
begin  just  before  the  opening  of 
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school  at  the  training 
camp  in  Shaftsbury.  At 
training  camp,  under  the 
leadership  of  Mr.  Marx, 
many  people  who  had 
done  a  limited  amount  of 
running  became  slowly 
addicted  to  the  sport. 
Whether  it  would  be  a 
challenge  to  work  into 
shape  or  the  friendships 
and  experiences  it 
brought  on,  the  runners 
will  retain  the  memories 
of  this  fall. 

In  competition,  Andover 
had  a  fairly  successful 
season  losing  only  to  Har- 
vard, Northeastern  and 
Exeter.  Looking  back,  we 
worked  very  hard,  learned 
a  lot  and  had  a  great  deal 
of  fun  . . .  -  Bob  Burn- 
ham 
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JAMES  RAE  WHYTE  1920  -  1975 
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We  all  got  faith,  man.  Some  fight  it.  Some  ignore 
it.  And  some  live  in  it  . . .  even  in  February. 

And  if  I  were  asked  to  give  a  concrete  example  of 
it  in  nature  ...  I  would  suggest  to  a  congregation 
that  it  is  the  gift  of  the  tall  grasses  that  bend  in  the 
wind  and  straighten  up  again. 

No  one  here  is  going  to  remember  this,  but  I  do 
. . .  that  in  September  I  preached  about  the  "Cour- 
age to  Begin"  .  . .  Well,  in  February  we  need  the 
Courage  To  Continue. 

There  is  a  Bible  story  told  about  an  old  prophet 
named  Elijah  . . .  and  old  Elijah  was  weary  in  doing 
well.  So  he  slipped  off  into  the  wilderness  and 
lodged  in  a  cave  near  a  juniper  tree  and  wanted  to 
die. 

And  the  Lord  came  to  him  (This  is  kind  of  a  free 
translation).  And  the  Lord  said  to  him:  "Elijah,  what 
the  hell  are  you  doing  here?" 

And  Elijah  said:  "Look,  Lord,  I've  been  working  for 
you,  but  the  children  of  Israel  don't  care  about  you.
